All  tubers  are  sent  in  a growing  condition  and  true 
to  name.  Please  notify  us  if  any  prove  otherwise. 
The  tubers  are  strong  divisions  of  field  grown  roots 

and  will  be  much  stronger  than  those  intensively  cul- 
tivated, for  the  production  of  exhibition  flowers. 

PLANT 

After  May  15th  about  6 inches  below  the  surface. 
The  single  tuber  should  be  planted  at  an  angle  of 
25  degrees,  crown  or  sprout  end  uppermost.  Use 
calcium  super-phosphate  as  a fertilizer.  When  three 
sets  of  leaves  appear,  pinch  out  the  top,  so  as  to  al- 
low the  plant  a chance  to  branch.  If  large  flowers 
are  desired,  mulch  with  manure,  as  soon  as  the  flower 
buds  appear,  and  if  large  exhibition  flowers  are  your 
objective,  allow  only  one  bud  to  the  branch.  Dahlias 
require  plenty  of  moisture,  but  will  not  grow  in  a 
water-logged  soil.
